NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—For the 
third time this year, directors of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York today lowered the rediscount 
rate, marking it down from 3 1-2 
to 3 per cent. The reduction gives 
New York the lowest Federal re- 
serve rate in the country. . 

The action, apparently based on 
a desire to realign the bank rate 
with open money market quota- 
tions, took Wall street by surprise. 
Persistent rumors of an imnending 
for sev- 


‘ment was made at the regular’ 
meeting of directors yesterday, be- 
lief that another cut would be 
made was abandoned. The an- 
nouncement was followed by active 
“over the counter” trading in Lib- 
erty Bonds, which earlier in the 
day hed suffered sharp recessions. 


TWO PREVIOUS CUTS 


The New York bank's policy of 
reducing its rate in conformity 
with low money quotations was in- 
itiated on May 1, last, when a cut 
from 4 1-2 per cent to 4 per cent 
was ordered. On June 12. Iast, 
another reduction to 3 14-2 per 
cént was made. 

While Benjamin Strong governor 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York, has refrained from dis- 
cussing the reasons for the numer- 
ous rate changes, it is known the 
bank's policy has been in accord 
with local banking sentiment.

Prof. Henry J. Cox of the 


thirty. years, Chicago forecaster, 
agrees with Mr. Rainey that the 
recént torrential rains have ‘‘flood- 
ed the lake.’

GERMANS AGREE TO 
DAWES PLAN LOAN 
LONDON, Aug. 7.—This was the 
best day of the international con-. 
ference which is endeavoring to 
put into effect the Dawes plan for 
the payment of reparations by Ger- 
many, according to Frank B. Kel- 
logs, the American Ambassador, 
and James A. Logan, Jr., American 
observer, who were closeted with 
the committees in councile from 
early morning until this evening. 
The Germans have accepted a 
moral engagement to float a loan 
of $200,000,000 thereby fulfilling 
one of the most Important of the 
Reparations Commission's require- 
ments before Dawes plan can 
be considered effective. The whole 
of the Allied program dealing with 
declarations of defaults under the 
new reparations scheme been 
accepted by the Germans and rapid 
progress has been made in obtain- 
ing German approval on other 
phases of the Allied agreement for 
putting the plan into operation. 
Another important development; 
today was an agreement between 
the Allies and Germans under 
which the Dawes plan can be en- 
forced ten days earlier than Oc- 
tober 15, the date which had been 
agreed upon.

ROW ON ANGLO-RUSS PACT 


MacDonald's Proposal to Sign Treaty Causes Heated 


Debate in House of Commons

LONDON, Aug. 7.—The proposal of Prime Minister MacDonald 
to sign forthwith the treaty between Great Britain and soviet Russia, 
drawn up by the Anglo-Russian conference yesterday, drew a vigorous 
attack from the opposition when debate was resumed in the House of 


Commons today. 

The Premier refused to yield an 
inch to the onslaught and finally 
scored a victory when an amend- 
ment proposing adjournment of ; 
the House until tomorrow .for fur- 
ther discussion was defeated by 
157 to 77. Several offensives of 
the opposition at times provoked 
acrimonious language and bitter 
comments. 

“T want to sign the treaty to- 


amend it, to pass it, or to reject it. 

However, the Premier said, he 
insisted upon signing the treaty 
immediately.

German government. These lat- 
ter are believed to total an amount 
in excess of the cost of the Army

Though Hayden never has taken 
sidés in the never-ending Arizona 
Democratic scrap between the con- 
servatives and radicals, in reality 
he belongs to the former group. 
Tt often has been said that he is 
the one man whom the Governor 
has good cause to fear politically. 
Like Hunt, he has been in office 
for years and he never has been 
defeated. Hunt once was defeat- 
ed, but was seated by a court. 


HAYDEN FOR RIVER PACT 


It happens that Hayden favors 
the Colorado River compact and 
has written concerning it in very 
clear words. It also happens that 
Gov. Hunt, lacking other issués. 
has seized upon the Colorado 
River compact as an issue on 
which he hopes to secure re-elec- 
tion. Hunt calls the compact 
“damnable.” Colter, always an 
echo of the governor, says the 
compact ts even worse than that. 
and he sees in ratification the 
opening of a Pandora's Box of 
civic ills for the State. He is 
president of the Arizona High 
Line Association, which mainly is 
constituted of the left wing of the 
Democratic party and which main- 
tains permanent headquarters in 
Phoenix at the Central Market. 
He has spoken much around the 
State on the alleged feasibility 
of the project, with expression of 
that about $300,0060.,-

through. He, like the Governor, 
has suspicions of a darksome plot 
that has been laid itn California 
and Mexico “to steal Arizona’s 
heritage.”

COLORADO PACT 


Candidate for Governor in 
Arizona Opens Race 


Control Plan Declared Sound 
and Benefit to All 


Change in State’s Financial 
System is Urged 


(FXCLABIVE DISPATCH) 
PHOENIX, Aug. 7.—‘Let’s stop 
damning each other and build a 
dam,” is one of the keynote utter- 
ances of Dwight B. Heard, candi- 
date for Republican nomination as 


Governor of Arizona. He has 
started in his campaign and is 
swinging around the circle, visiting 
every section of the State. 
Inasmuch as the main Democrat- 
ie argument thia year is againet 
the Colorado River compact, Mr. 
Heard is devoting much time to ex- 
position of his own views on the 
subject. He declares, “As the re-

BLOW AT POLITICS 

With expression of appreciation 
for the utterances on the subject 
of such men as Carl Hayden and 
Mulford Winsor, Mr. Heard ap- 
proaches consideration of the 
river problem as something tnat 
showld be removed from partisan- 
ship and considered with a dee 
sense of responsibility and wit 
anderstanding of human, limita- 
tions.

Council's Statement 


Charge Attempt to Promote 
Cause of Socialism

ATLANTIC CITY, Aug. 7.—Sus- 
pending the regular order of bust- 
ness, the executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor to- 
day attacked the recently estab- 


lished “Industrial Review” of the 
Federal Council of Churches of 
(Christ in America. 

“American trade unionists,” said 
a statement authorized by § the 
council and issued by Matthew 
Woll, vice-president and spokes- 
man for President Samuel Gom- 
pers, ‘‘will regard the report of the 
Federal Council of Churches as a 
wholly unwarranted and presump- 
/tuous attempt to promote the wan- 
ing fortunes of Socialism in Amer- 
ica. 

“It will be regarded as an at- 
tempt to create for the church or- 
ganization a political leadership 
over union labor on the part of a 
movement which should and must 
be content with spiritual leadership 
and with co-operation where serv- 
ice can be rendered in advancing 
the interests of the masses of the 
people.” 


ATTACK ON DAWES 


Before issuing this statement the 
council announced that it did not 
want the impression created—be- 
cause of the correspondence made 
public yesterday in which  ap- 
peared the name of John W. Da- 
vis, Democratic Presidential nom- 
inee—that the Federation in the 
1924 campaign, would “express 
itself in only one direction.” 

Then the council issued a formal 
attack upon . Charies G. Dawes, 
Republican Vice-Presidential nomi- 
nee. They called him champion 
of “the divine right of judges to 
do as they please with union 


men.” 
Mr. Dawes was quoted as hav- 
ing said “Samuel Gompers and 


other trade union officials are more 
concerned about the right of union 
men to assault and murder peace- 
ful citizens than about upholding 
the taw of the land.” 

The comment of the executive 
council upon this quotatio 
“no one has made a more Acioim| 
a upwarranted declaration than 
t at.” 


RESENT ASSUMPTIONS 

In the industrial report of the 
Federal Council of Churches the 
labor leaders resented particularly 
“the assumption of authority and 
leadership, which is there set forth 
in relation to labor and labor's 
participation in the political life 
of our republic.”

PASADENA, Aug. 7.—The word 
ventilation predominated in the 
speeches of fire fighters, who today 
addressed the gathering of Pacific 
Coast fire chiefs. Ventilation, it 


was pointed out, is one of the new 
ways of saving life and property 
during fires and is now practiced 
by a large number of big cities. 

Ventilation as a science was 
discussed by Fire Chief Walter Cul- 
ver of Piedmont, Cal. He set forth 
the importance of having intell- 
gent ventilation to liberate smoke 
and heat from burning buildings 
so that the firemen.can fight the 
blaze to their best ability. 

Electric fans are used in many 


‘cities to drive out the smoke from 


basements and closed-in 


places, 
where the firemen 


are forced to 
Great caution must be used 
in the use of fans, it was declared, 
in order not to fan the already 
flaring blaze into an uncontrollable 
furnace. 

Others to speak on this subject, 
which is new to fire chiefs’ conven- 
tions, included Thomas Carlton, 
Chief of Bend, Or.: R. KB. Baird, 
Chief of Fresno, and Ernest F. 
Coop of Pasadena.

Belt Line to | 
Operate Over — 
Waterfront 


SAN DIEGO, Aug. 7.—The first' 
unit of what ultiniately will be a 
belt line extending around the 
harbor and connecting the electric 
railway company’s tracks with the 
different. dock terminal will be 
constructed at once, authoriza- 
tion for the work having been as- 
sured by the City Council, the 
Transportation committee of 
which has approved the prelimi- 
nary plans. 

Cost of construction will be 
borne by the traction company, 
but operation of the line eventual- 
ly will be taken over by the city. 

While the company operates the 
link, a nominal tideland rental will 
be charged by the city, the 
amount charged to apply as a 
eredit on the purchase of the line 
when the city takes it over, 

Plans for the line contemplate 
including it later in a _ belt-line 
system which eventually will feed 
the entire industrial and shipping 
enterprises of the city. according 
to comprehensive harbor and in- 
dustrial development plans 
adopted several years . 

For the time being. it will be 
used for the handling of cargoes 
from the bunker wharf at the foot 
of G street to the-lines of the San 
Diego and Arizona Railway and 
for distributing the cargoes 
through the city. Eventually all of 
the lines in the city will be con- 
nected with the belt line. : 


LA HABRA JOINS

LA HABRA,- Aug. 7.--Discard 
ing the first plan of establishing a 
disposal system for the La Habra 
sanitary district for which $75,- 
000 was voted some months ago the 
district yesterday declared itself in 
fayor of joining the other towns of 
northern Orange county in  con- 
meciing with the outfall mains at 
Anaheim when this district voted 
an additional $75,000 to complete 
the work. The vote majority was 
at a ratio of 34 to 1. 

The original plan as outlined by 
the board of trustees involved 
about $65,000 it is said, but the 
State Board of Health. refused to 
issue a permit for the plan sub- 
mitted and the plan advised by the 
State authorities reached approxi- 
mately $91,000 expense.

NEW TAX ORDINANCE

COTTON MEN 
EXPORT TAX 


Mexican Planters to Ask 
Government to Aid Their 
Industry = 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE) 

CALEXICO, Aug. 7. — Cotton 
planters and brokers interested in 
the industry in Lower California 
are preparing to ask the Mexican 
government to lift the-export tax 
that was placed on cotton  ilast 
year. The action of the cotton men 
is taken following a revival in the 
Laguna cotton fields in the State 
of Coahuild, where the’ industry 
died down for the last two years. 
The export tax from Mexico that 
has been in effect the last two years 
was approximately $25 a bale. 

According to reports received 
here, the Laguna growers are re- 
questing the entire removal of the 
tax, but in the Mexicali district 
the reduction desired would amount 
to $1 a bale. It is understood that 

her cotton-growing districta in 

exico are joining with the Laguna 
district in askirg for the removal 
of the tax, the growers asserting 
that their profits will be virtually 
absorbed by this tax if allowed to 
continue. 

It is expected that Mexico will 
this season have a surplus of cot- 
ton over the amount required for 
their mills and their main market 
for the excess amount would be in 
the United States. There are said 
to be fifty-five active cotton miltis 
in Mexico and these for the last 
year or two have depended almost 
entirely for their supply upon the 
‘Lower California crops. Tt was 
this condition that was said to have 
brought about the application of 
the export tax. Last year a large 
proportion of the cotton raised in 
Lower California was sold to the 
Mexican mills, but this year the 
mille are expected to obtain a suf- 
ficient, supply from the mainland of 
Mexico.

EXPANSION OF 
PACIFIC STATES 


Value of Manufacturing Out- 
put Grows Steadily 


Industrial Drift is Always 
Toward the West 


Mississippi Valley Leads in 
Percentage of Gain 


The manufacturing industries of 
the country continue to climb over 
the Alleghany and Cumberland 
Mountains into the Mississippi Val- 
ley which produces most of the 
raw material required by them 
and most of the coal with which 
to turn the raw material into the 
manufactured form. Details of 
the 1921 manufactures of the 
United States now at hand, by ar- 
ticles and states of production, 
show, says the Trade Record of 
The National City Bank of New 
York, that the westward trend of 
our manufacturing industries 
which has been perceptible for 
years continues. 

While the Atlantic oast as a 
whole still produces a little more 
than one-half of the manufac- 
tures of the entire country, the 


}share produced in the Mississippi 


Valley as a whole has grown from 
19 per cent in 1850 to 38 per cent 
in 1900 and 41 per cent in 1921. 
The percentage of the total out- 
turn produced by the three geo- 
graphic divisions officially desig- 
nated as “New England, Middle 
Atlantic and Sopth Atlantic, 
has declined from about 79 
r cent in 1850 to 68 per cent 
in 1870, 567 per cent in 1900, and 
51 per cent in 1921. Meantime the 


Loe great Mississippi Valley, includ- 


ing the four census divisions of 
“East and West North Central and 
East and West South Central.” 
has increased its share of the 
total outturn from 19 per 
1860 to 29 per cent in 1870, 39 
Eo oot in 1900 and 41 per cent 


MARVELOUS GROWTH 


The other great section, the Pa- 
Ciffe and Mountain States, has in- 
creased its share of the total out- 
put from less than 2 per cent in 
1860 to 4% per cent in 1900, and 
7 per cent in 1921. If we consider 
the South as a whole combining 
the sections designated as “South 
Atlantic and East and West South 
Central,” we find that the area 
thus outlined produced, accord- 
ing to official figures, about 13 
per cent of the total outturn in 
1860, 11 per cent in 1900, and 
13 per cent in 1921. The share 
which the South Atlantic States 
alone supplied of the country’s 
total fell from about 9 per cent 
in 1850 to 6 per cent in 1900, ad- 
vancing to approximately 7 per 
cent in 1921. 

Of course, all of the great geo- 
graphic sections have shown big 
actual gains during the period in 
which the value of our total manu- 
factures has 
000,000 in 1860 to $44,000,000,000 


\in 1921. Measured in very round 


terms, the New England States ad- 
vanced from %$283,000,000 in 1850 
to $2,000,000,000 in 1904 and prac- 
tically $6.000,600,000 in 1921. The 
Middle Atlantic States advanced 
their outturn from $432,.000,000 in 
1860 in 1900 and 
$14,.500,000,000 in 1921. The South 
Atlantic advanced frém 
$91,000,000 in 18596 to $712.000,060 
and near $3,000,000,000 in

MISGISSIPFPI VALLEY TZADS 

The great Mississippi Valley as 
a whole, including the four areas 
designated as “East and West 
North Central and East and West 
South Central,” increased its out- 
turn of manufacture from $194,- 
600,000 in 1860 to $1,250,000,000 in 
1870, almost $4.500,000,.000 in 1900 
and over $18,.000,000,600 in 1921. 

The mountain section has. quite 
naturally, shown a comparatively 
slow growth, although the three 
States fronting upon the Pacific. 
with their large fruit *production 
and other industries tneluded in 
the manufacturing group, have ad- 
vanced their valuation of manu- 
factures from $15.000.000 in 1850 
to $365,000,000 in 1900 and $2.486.- 
990.000 in 1921. 


READING A STATEMENT 

Insurance companies file elab- 
orate annual statements with the 
insurance departments of 
of the States in which they are 


Heensed to operate. These are 


prepared as of December 31, and 


are practically uniform through-/ 


out the United States. They in- 
clude detailed information con- 
cerning assets. liabilities, income 
and disbursements. Knowledge of 
a few fundamental principles of 
underwriting and insurance ac- 
counting will make them clear 
even to those who have no deep 
technical knowledge of insurance. 

In applying these few principles 
the following items in the state- 
ments of the company should be 
considered: 

Assets—In their statements the 
companies set out in detail the na- 
ture and amount of their assets. In 
most States the kinds of invest- 
ments permitted are carefully re- 
stricted, but in other States con- 
siderably more latitude is allowed, 
and sometimes abused. Heavy in- 
vestments in real estate are unde- 
sirable because nonliquid and be- 
cause arbitrary increases in valua- 
tions may be made to conceal - 
cessive losses. Good real 
mortgages, bonds and stocks are 
more desirable, but the desirability 
of all these investments varies 
greatly, and the liste should be 
closely scrutinized. 

Securities in the least degree 
speculative aré undesirable; the 
shrinkage in recent years in even 
standard securities was so gréat 
that the supervising insurance of- 
ficials agreed to permit fire insur- 
ance companies to list their securi- 
ties at the end of 1917 at the aver- 
age of the quotations of November, 
1916, and the first of February, 
May, August and November, 1917: 
and a similar procéss was approved 
for the statements of several suc- 
ceeding years. resulting in con- 
siderable inflation of the returns. 
At the end of 1922 all companies 
were required to use market val- 
uations. 

Liabilities—Most of the {tems set 
down in the published statements 
need no explanation. Losses are 
reported gross, with deductions. 
stated separately, for reinsurance 
recoverable. If a company’s busi- 
nese is not prosperous, there is a

Fifteen Athletic Meets Put on 
There This Year 


at 687,000 Persons 


That 687,000 persons have at- 
tended events at which no admis- 
sion fee has been charged in the 


it was opened on July 2, 1923, was 
set forth in the report of the joint 
city and county community devel- 
, opment committee in charge of the 
j}administration of the stadium filed 
yesterday with the City Council 
and County Supervisors. The total, 
i:t was shown, does not include at- 
tendance at events where admis- 
sion was charged. 

The report declared that with 
improvements which have \been in- 
stalled the Coliseum is today as 
completely equipped as any ath- 
letic stadium in the world. The 
1932 international Olympic Games 


will be held there. 
FIFTEEN MEETS IN 1924 

The report shows that between 
January 1 and June 30, last, fifteen 
track and field meets were staged in 
the Coliseum. Among these were 
the preliminary and final meets of 
the city and Southern California 
interscholastic conferences’ and sev- 
eral local high school meets, the 
Southern California A.A.U. relay 
carnival, the A.A.U. annual cham- 
pionship track and field meet, the 
southwestern Olympic tryouts, in 
which all schools and colleges and 
athletic organizations participated, 
and the All-Pacific Fleet track and 
field meet. 

The largest affair was the track 

and field meet of the city element- 
ary schools, in which 7000 athletes 
took part, an event never excelled 
in the West in number of entries. 
The Olympic tryouts broke all rec- 
ords for attendance and for earn- 
ings, drawing 30,000 spectators and 
taking in a gate of $32,500. The 
track and other equipment proved 
thoroughly satisfactory under these 
tests, according to the report. It 
was said the leud-speaker equip- 
ment had aided greatly In controll- 
ing the events and keeping the pub- 
lic informed, and has made track 
and field events much more popu- 
lar. 
_ The Coliseum received no rental! 
fee for any of these events, as 
track and. field sports never have 
paid their way in schools and col- 
leges and it was desired to co- 
operate with the educational insti- 
tutions and be of service to them. 
Public attendance at the meets 
this year was in no case less than 
double the attendance of similar 
meets heretofore. 


EXCELLENT ACOUSTICS 


The first Easter sunrise service 
was conducted April 20, last, with 
the Philharmonic Orchestra, and 
the acoustics of the Coliseum were 
pronounced excellent by experts. 
The orchestra played without a 
stage, but the audience in every 
part of the structure received the 
music perfectly, it was said. Two 
band concert contests were given 
in the Coliseum in Music Week. 
The Memorial Day services drew 
about 35,000 persons, and the Coli- 
seum was used for the University 
of Southern California baccalaure- 
ate and commencement exercises. 

For defrayment of the expenses 
thus incurred, the Coliseum must 
look to the coming football season 
and the committee expressed the 
hope that these will be sufficient to 
permit the adoption of a similar 
policy next year.

ASTE-—AND POVERTY 

Success in every line of industry de- 
pends in a large part on the elimination of 
waste. That which is wasted each year in 
this country, if conserved, would be suffi- 
cient to eliminate poverty. There would be 
food and clothes for all if we only did not 
waste so much end that which was saved 
were properly distributed. 

Yet for centuries the human family has 
pursued the foolish policy of wasting and 
wenting. And, eccording to the experts, 
the present generation is more wasteful 
than any of its predecessors. 

Take a single item in American life: that 
of the waste which results from strikes in 
industry. According to a compilation of the 
industrial department of the National Asso- 
elation of American Manufacturers, the

during the last eight years totals more than 
$12,500,000,000. This is the record of the 
ustrial rela- 
tions have been less disturbed than in Eu- 

This compilation also sets forth who suf- 
fers most from the strike. The experts es- 
timate that the cost to the workers who 
went on strike was $1,740,000,000, to the 
employers about $500,000,000 and to the pub- 
lic more than $10,000,000,000. 

Viewing these figures, one necessarily 
asks whether strikes are really necessary, 
whether so much waste can be from any 
poigt of view productive of good results. It 
is ap axiom of al] laws based on justice 
that no one has a right to do that which 
injures another. Human right cannot be 
separated from human duty. 

If it be true that everyone possesses the 
right to work, does it not follow that he 
also is obligated te work? How can he de- 
mand his right without recognizing his 


When the workers went on strike their 
families suffered. But in a vastly greater 
gree did the families of other werkers suffer. 
The switehmen's strike of 1920 illustrates 
the point. In the city of Detroit alone em- 
ployment dropped from 199,000 to 68,000 in 
two weeks. For every switchman who went 
on strike 100 workers in other industries 
were deprived of their means of livelihood. 
Economic conditions made this necessary;

The strike is a weapon of destruction. It 
is like curing a felon on e@ finger tip by cut- 
ting off the finger. The amount wasted each 
year by strikes is sufficient to pay the in- 
terest and sinking-fund charges on the na- 
tional debt. It is sufficient to supply food 
for one year to 8,000,000 persons. é 

The public suffered five times the Joss 
of the employers and employees combined. 
@ public that was not responsible f# the 
strikes, that was not consulted and was held 
by the strikers to not be a party at interest. 

None can honestly deny that the elimina- 
tion of strikes would go far to eliminate the 
waste that impoverishes millions. If we 
are to eliminate poverty we must eliminate 
waste; and waste cannot be eliminated un- | 
til we have eliminated the chief causes of 
waste. 

In considering the question of strikes one 
naturally asks where they are most likely 
to oceur. To apply a remedy one must first 
discover the seat of the disease. The rer- 
ords show that more than 90 per cent of the 
strikes occurred under what are commonly 
known as closed-shop conditions. The strike 
is the weapon of the labor unions. Under 
open-sbhop conditions the number of strikes 
Was almost negligible. 

During the eight-year period under con- 
sideration the public lost more than $9,000,. 
000,000 through strikes called by the bosses 
of the labor unions. Surely these were 
against the public interest: And one re 
calls the words of President Coolidge at 
the time of the Boston police strike: “No 
one possesses the right, anywhere or at 
any time, to strike against the public in- 
terest.” 

Attempts have been made in other coun- 
tries to eliminate strikes by political ac- 
tion; but they have not succeeded. No gen- 
eral law has been devised that will elim- 
inate strikes and, at the same time, do jus- 
tice to all parties at interest. It is an 
industrial problem and must be solved by 
industrial formulas. The labor unions have 
used the strike as a weapon for more than 
a generation and they have almost invari- 
ably found the hilt sharper thay the blade. 
The public is becoming more strongly con- 
vinced that the waste of strikes will con- 
tinue so long as the labor unions insist o 
closed-shop conditions in industry. : 


ECKLING THE HECKLER 

The heckling of campaign orators is 
getting to be as popular an indoor sport in 
this country as it always has been at the 
hustings in the British Isles. To cover with 
confusion an eloquent speaker who doesn’t 
happen to agree with him in his political 
views is meat and drink for the merry 
heckler, wha does not hesitate to fire at his 
victim the most impudent and impertinent 
questions. It behooves the man on the plat- 
form to be ready at all times to make quick 
and apt reply and, if possible, to turn the 
laugh upon the one who rudely interrupts 
the flow of his oratory. 
One man who can be counted upon to 
heckle the heckler is Gen. Dawes, who on 
more than one occasion has shot back at a 
luckless inquisitor an epigram that impaled 
and silenced him. Soon after the World 
War Dawes, who had been chief of supply 
procurement of the A.E.F., was addressing 
a Congressional committee appointed to in- 
vestigate some of “the wasteful methods,” 
asserted to have been employed by him and 
his aides. A burning question as to the ac- 
counts kept by the officers of supply was 
fired at the general.

WIFE HALTS 
RELEASE OF 


JAILED MAN| 


Husband Held Five Months 


Says All is Peace; She 
Differs; He Stays Put 


When Thomas N. Pyler, who has 

earned designation as Los Angeles’ 
most stubborn husband by staying 
in jail five months rather than give | 7% 
in to his wife, announced last week 
that everything was all fixed up. 
that his family was to be recon- 
ciled and he was going to get out 
of jail, he failed to take his wife's 
viewpoint into consideration. 
— Nothing has been fixed up, there 
has been no reconciliation and 
Pyler is not going to get out of 
jail as long as she raise a 
voice in effective protest, Mra. 
Pvier told Judge Thompson when 
her husband's petition for release 
came up for hearing. 

Pyler's incerceration has been 
for contempt of court for failure 
to produce their child in aeccord- 
ance with a judicial order, pend- 
ing trial Mre. Pvrier's suit for 
annulment of their marriage. His 
wife declared he had sent the child 
out of the State. Pyler declined 
to say where it was, and Judge 
Summerfield last March com- 
mitted him to jail until he should 
change his mind. He has stayed 
there ever since. 

“The nearest we came to a re» 
conciliation was when he asked 
for one,” Mrs. Pyler told Judge 
“T told him it would 
be time to consider that when he 
produced my baby.”
